The guaranteed stuce st loan 
programs operated by the state 
and tedera! governments ha.e 
long been sources of relief for 
financially strapprd students 

Programs such as the direct 
studem <2" ~/ogram, Pell Grants 
and College Work-Study help 
send thousends of students to 
schoo! each year At the same time 
@ program making loans to parents 
of college students is being virtu- 
ally ignored 

The California Loans ‘o Assist 
Students program allows parents 
to assume responsibility for pay- 
ing off a joan in the students 
name 

However, where the guaran 
teed loan program allows students 
to wait until after graduation to pay 
off the loan, this program requires 
immediate reciprocity. The first 
monthly payment is due 60 days 
after the loan is received and the 
entire loan could be paid off before 
@ student completes schoo!

Russell Bates, 21. has yet to file 
a formal complaint against officers
